Regulations Respecting Permanent Certificates 
Kindergarten-Primary, Second Class, and First Class 


I. KiNDERGARTEN-PRIMARY CERTIFICATES. 

An Interim Kindergarten-Primary certificate is valid for four years from the 
date of issue. A teacher who holds an Interim Kindergarten-Primary certificate 
and who has had three years’ teaching experience on that certificate may apply for 
a Permanent certificate when the following conditions have been fulfilled: 

(1) The Minister has received from the Inspector or Inspectors of the 
Province of Ontario under whose supervision the teacher has taught three yearly 


reports showing that the teacher’s work has been satisfactory. 
Note: In addition to these reports the Minister may ask for a special report from 
onc or more Inspectors appointed by him for this purpose. 


(2) The teacher has the academic qualifications required for admission to 
the First Class course of the Normal Schools. 

(3) The teacher holds an Elementary certificate in Art and in Music. 

Note: These certificates may be obtained through summer courses provided by the 

Department of Education. 
II. SECOND Crass CERTIFICATES. 

(1) An Interim Second Class certificate is valid for four years from the date 
of issue. A teacher who holds an Interim Second Class certificate and who has had 
three years’ teaching experience may apply for a Permanent certificate when the 
following conditions have been fulfilled: 

(a) The Minister has received from the Inspector or Inspectors of the 
Province of Ontario under whose supervision the teacher has taught 
three yearly reports showing that the teacher’s work has been satisfactory. 

Nore: In addition to these reports the Minister may ask for a special report from 

one or more Inspectors appointed by him for this purpose. 

(6) The teacher has the academic qualifications required for admission to the 
First Class course of the Normal Schools. 

(c) The teacher holds one of the following certificates obtained by attendance 
at two summer sessions: Elementary Agriculture, Elementary Household 
Science, Elementary Manual Training, Kindergarten-Primary, Art Super- 
visor, Music Supervisor, Physical Training Supervisor; or two of the 


following certificates obtained by attendance at summer sessions: Elemen- | 


tary Art, Auxiliary Training, Health Teaching, Elementary Music, 
Elementary Physical Training. 

(2) A teacher who holds an Interim Second Class certificate may, when 
academically qualified, obtain an Interim First Class certificate by successfully 
passing the final written and practical examinations of the Normal School in 
Elementary Science, Advanced English, Algebra and Geometry. Such Interim 
certificate may then be made Permanent by fulfilling the conditions prescribed in 
Section III following. 

III. Fst Crass CEertTiricaTEs. 

(1) An Interim First Class certificate is valid for four years from the date 
of issue. A teacher who holds an Interim First Class certificate and who has had 
three years’ teaching experience on an Interim Second, Permanent Second, or Interim 
First Class certificate may apply for a Permanent certificate when the following 


conditions have been fulfilled. 
(OVER) 


(a) The Minister has received from the Inspector or Inspectors of the 
Province of Ontario under whose supervision the teacher has taught 
three yearly reports showing that the teacher’s work has been satisfactory. 

Note: In addition to these reports the Minister may ask for a special report from 

one or more Inspectors appointed by him for this purpose. 

(b) The teacher has completed an Ontario university course of at least one 
year approved by the Minister as to entrance requirements and content. 
This course shall include English, and is additional to the academic re- 
quirements for a First Class certificate. 


The teacher holding an Interim First Class certificate valid in schools 
attended by French-speaking pupils has completed a University of 
Ottawa course of at least one year approved by the Minister as to en- 
trance requirements and content. This course shall include English and 
French, and is additional to the academic requirements for a First Class 
certificate. 


A teacher who holds an Interim First Class certificate may substitute 
any special certificate specified under Section H} (1) (c) requiring one 
summer session for one subject of the university requirements; or he may 
substitute a certificate or certificates requiring two summer sessions for 
two university subjects. But the maximum exemption under this plan 
will be ¢wo university subjects, and English must not be one of the 
exemptions claimed. 

Note: The university course specified above may be taken extra-murally, or 
at any time intra-murally if the teacher has the full matriculation re- 
quirements. Before entering on the course, the teacher should obtain 
from the Registrar of the university in which he wishes to register 
a list of the subjects given by that university to meet the requirements 
for a Permanent First Class certificate, and, after selecting from that 
list the subjects on which he wishes to write, he should submit his 
selection to the Minister of Education for approval. 

(c) The teacher has completed a summer course in Education prescribed by 
the Department. No teacher will be admitted to this course who has not 
had at least two years’ teaching experience. 


(2) A teacher who holds a Permanent Second Class certificate and who has 
already passed any of the professional examinations for a Permanent First Class 
certificate under former Regulations may, until June, 1938, complete his qualifica- 
tions under the provisions of Section 29 (4), page 23, of Circular 23, 1934. 


(3 A teacher who took the Second Year Normal School course and obtained 
a Permanent Second Class certificate may, before July, 1938, if academically quali- 
fied, obtain a Permanent First Class certificate by writing on the final examinations 
on those subjects in the Second Year course which were required for Permanent 
First Class but not required for Permanent Second Class certificates. These subjects 
were Algebra and Geometry, and any two of: Biology, Physics and Chemistry, 
French and Latin. Such teachers must, however, satisfy the examiners by practical 
tests of their ability to teach the subjects in which such examinations are taken. 
See Addenda, Circular 23A, 1935. 


(4) A teacher who attended an Ontario Normal School during the session 
of 1926-27, or previously, and thereafter obtained a Permanent Second Class certifi- 
cate under the regulations in force at the time of such attendance may, if he is 
academically qualified and has successfully passed the final written and practical 
examinations of the Normal School in Elementary Science, Advanced English, 
Algebra and Geometry, apply for a Permanent First Class certificate when the 
conditions prescribed above in III (1) (a) and (c) for a first Class certificate have 
been fulfilled. Such teacher will be exempted from the university course mentioned 
above in III (1) (6). | 
IV. Exprmrep CERTIFICATES. 


Expired Interim certificates will be extended from year to year on evidence of 
satisfactory progress by the holders towards the additional qualifications required.
